| Prof. Clyde B. Vedder, a student 
of criminology, began joining 
Lonely Hearts Clubs all over 
America eight years ago and he 
has come to the conclusion that 
they are symbols of the most dis- 
mal, heart-breaking aspects ef 
urban civilization, 

“People are lonely,” Prof. Ved- 
der told the sociologists, holding 
their 14th annual meeting at the 
Biltmore. “People who join those 
clubs are eaten up with loneliness 
and great numbers of them are 
neurotic or psychopathic.” 

The professor joined 11 clubs at 
once, ran a few advertisements 
describing himself as a “Young 
business executive, well educated, 
good dresser, sense of humor, no 
smoking or drinking, enjoy finer 
things of life.” He was besieged 
with 641 letters, one-third of 
which mentioned matrimony im- 
mediately. 

He ran two other ads, posing as 
a woman. In one he described 
himself as an “Irish darling” in 
such lyrical prose that 127 men 
promptly proposed via the mails. 
A second advertisement didn’t 
bear down so much on feminine 
charm but it did mention that the 
writer had $2,500— and 232 men 
answered,

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Will Sense Have a Hearing? 


Speaking to the final session of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion in New York, Charles E. Wilson, de- 
fense mobilizer, declared that America’s 
production “miracles” of the last world 
war could be repeated and that -within 
three years this country’s industrial ma- 
chine could insure world peace. 

But, he warned, inflation could ruin it 
all and he called for “toil and sweat” to 
avoid “blood and tears.” 

Here we have again the General Mac- 
Arthur issue plainly before us. The gen- 
eral believes we should expand the war 
now, risking the chance of bringing Rus- 
sia into it. The administration policy has 
been to seek to contain the war in Korea 
until we are strong -enough to insure 
against world aggression. 

Is the former head of General Electric, 
whose achievements within the framework 
of that company constitute one of the great 
‘stories of American free enterprise, merely 

ro-Truman? Because Charles Wilson’s 
deas apparently do not coincide with those 


of General MacArthur, may we expect 
Senator Taft to doubt his integrity and 
suggest. his speech was written by the 
State Department? 

Mr. Wilson put his finger on the great 
problem—inflation. Controls have helped 
some, but what has been done is not 
enough. 

But with much of the Congress appar- 
ently determined to put us into a world 
war at any cost, the real problem is re- 
ceiving scant attention. 

We say again that the problem is a 
grave one and that it is above personali- 
ties. The nation and its needs are bigger 
than either Truman or MacArthur. 

Obviously one of the reasons for failure 
is lack of inspiring leadership from Wash- 
ington. But the American people must 
somehow find the will and the way to fill 
that vacuum without resorting to accept- 
ing the only authoritarian voice speaking 
to them. 

Charles E. Wilson makes sense. 

But will sense have a hearing? 


Progress in the Fight Against Tuberculosis 


Announcement that there are now 1,700 
beds in operation for tubercular patients 
at Battey Hospital, with no waiting list, 
will be received with approval by every 
citizen of Georgia. Tuberculosis has long 
been one of the State’s worst health prob- 
lems, and still remains such, but adequate 
facilities for treating the infected and pre- 
venting their contacts with others are the 
primary means through which it may be 
controlled. 


There are far more than 1,700 cases of 
tuberculosis in Georgia. Many of them do 
not require hospitalization. Many of them 
are undiscovered. In certain sections of 
the State, the disease is always present, 
and steadily increasing. Some Northwest 
Georgia counties have over 200 known 
cases. 


It is indeed gratifying that the State 
Health Department has been enabled to 
increase its facilities for caring for the 


most severe cases of the disease. Bed ca- 
pacity at Battey has been increased from 
1,300 to 1,700 in recent months and many 
other physical improvements have been 
made. 

Dr. Rufus Payne, superintendent of 
Battey, says that 300 more beds will be 
placed in operation as soon as certain work 
is completed and the necessary additional 
personnel can be recruited. Among recent 
physical improvements at Battey are 
nurses’ homes, a new testing laboratory, 
and additions to the dairy facilities. 

State health officials say that capacity 
operation of Battey for 10 years will ma- 
terially reduce the prevalence of the dis- 
ease in the State. 

We believe that it will. We also believe 
that expanded testing facilities all over 
Georgia to uncover the unknown cases is 
an urgent need. As long as there is an 
active case, mingling with others daily, 
the disease will spread. 


Georgia Takes Pride in Bishop Moore 


Election Thursday as president of the 
Council of Bishops of the Methodist Church 
makes Bishop Arthur J. Moore, of Atlanta, 
titular head of the Methodist Church 
throughout the world. Under the juris- 
diction of the council which the Georgia 
bishop heads is the Methodist work in 52 
nations. 


As president of the council, Bishop 
Moore will be largely responsible for the 
General Conference. Methodism’s quad- 
rennial meeting, to be held in San Fran- 
cisco in 1952. 


We congratulate Bishop Moore and we 
congratulate Georgia Methodism on this 
recognition of his leadership ability. 


Georgia can well be proud of Arthur 
Moore. Born at Brookfield in Tift County, 


he was a railroad flagman and conductor 
before his conversion in Waycross in 1909. 
Licensed to preach the same year, he rose 
quickly from small charge to big city 
church. After his election as bishop in 
1930, his field of service expanded to in- 
clude the world. Today he stands before 
the world as the chosen leader of his de- 
nomination. 

A friend has pointed out that the young 
Georgian’s conversion came at the age of 
21, that his election as bishop came exactly 
21 years later and that he becomes the head 
of Methodism at 63. 

We mention the coincidence, not to 
read any significance into it, but simply 
to wish Bishop Moore at least a couple of 
more 2l-year spans of service to his God, 
his church, and the world. 


Boosting Atlanta’s Water Supply 


Building of Buford Dam will have con- 
sequences for Atlanta over and above the 
rimary purposes, of its construction, M. T. 
homson, of the U. S. Geological Survey, 
has pointed out. The value will be a sort 
of by-product to the dam’s main uses of 
flood control and prevention of soil 
wastage. 

Mr. Thomson said that by building an 
adequate storage reservoir in the vicinity 
of Atlanta, the volume of water available 
for use in the Atlanta area can be in- 
creased to 1,730,000,000 gallons per day. 
Water can be channeled into economic 
resources for this growing metropolis, en- 
couraging further the mushrooming indus- 
trial development of the City, on which so 


much of the future of the South depends. — 


Although the public rarely thinks and 
rarely hears of the problems which must 
be met to allow a city to take advantage 
of its opportunities for growth, the water 
problem is a first consideration. New 
homes and new people require more water. 
Modern industry requires this resource in 
incalculable quantities. Unless it is avail- 
able, growth must stop untiLit is available. 
_ Should Atlanta’s rate of growth con- 
tinue, the city and its environs will pass 
the million mark during this century. The 
problem of water for that number of peo- 
ple will be greatly eased through storage 
facilities of Buford Dam and regulation 
of the flow of the Chattahoochee River. 
Without this fundamental resource, growth 
would, of necessity, be limited. *

Russell Moves 
Into the Spotlight 


WASHINGTON—Georgia’s junior senator, 

Richard B. Russell, moves into the national 

spotlight again next week when joint hearings 

are started by the Senate Armed Services and Foreign Relations 

Committees on the issues raised by Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s dis- 
missal as Far Eastern commander. 

As chairman of the Armed Services group, the Georgia senator 
will preside over these hearings. General MacArthur has been set 
down as the initial witness, with his appearance before the joint 
groups scheduled for May 3. He will be followed by a parade of 
other top-ranking military figures, including Secretary of De- 
fense George Marshall and the Joint Chiefs of Staff. Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson is also expected to figure in the heafings. 

Because the questions raised touch both the field of military 
planning and foreign policy, the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee asked permission to sit jointly with the Armed Services 
body in the hearings. To that end, Senator Russell has asked and 
received the unanimous consent of the Senate for both committees 
to act. 

But since it will be more the function of his committee to con- 
sider military phases of the controversy, he will be running the 
show. Hence the spotlight that will fall on Senator Russell. 


Georgia will have a second representative in 
George, Too the joint hearings through the participation of 
Sen. Walter F. George, senior member from the state. As the 
ranking majority member and a former chairman of foreign rela- 
tions, which he gave up some years ago to become chairman of the 
No. 1 Senate Finance Committee, he, too, will play a conspicuous 
part in the deliberations. 

Senator Russell has revealed that his present plan is to hold 
the hearings in executive session. He feels that it is the proper 
course because of the military secrecy involved. But he has 
promised to throw a part of the hearings open to the public if, for 
example, General MacArthur should request it. 

Judging by the crowds that have greeted the deposed general 
in his several public appearances since he returned to the coun- 
try, an open hearing during MacArthur’s testimony would prob- 
ably produce another wild scene at the Capitol—with kleig lights, 
television and the Hollywood trappings that marked the hearings 
by the Kefauver Crime Investigating Committee recently. 

The Georgia senator is determined that the full facts be devel- 
oped on the questions raised by General MacArthur in his dra- 
matic speech before Congress last week. He takes the position 
that the public is entitled to the facts and he will see that all perti- 
nent information bearing on the President’s removal of the Far 
Eastern commander is brought to light. 

It promises to be the biggest full dress congressional inquiry 
since the investigation of the Pearl Harbor disaster by a joint 
committee of the House and Senate immediately after the war. 

On the assumption that most, if not all, of the hearings will 
be in closed session, Senator Russell is taking steps to make 
public as soon-as possible after each hearing a transcript elimi- 
nating only information that might affect the national security. 
In that way the public will be kept informed. 


: : Two Georgians figured prominently in a silent 
Silent Fight drama that went on at the Capitol this week— 
silent only in so far as the public was concerned. It had to do with 
the fight between the House and Senate conferees over the uni- 
versal military training feature of the draft bill recently passed 
by both chambers. 

The Senate version of the bill calls for- immediate universal 
military training, while the House measure leaves the question to 
be finally decided some months later. As the chairmen of the 
respective Armed Services Committees of the House and Senate, 
Rep. Carl Vinson of Milledgeville and Senator Russell are the prin- 
cipal figures in the conference group seeking to work out differ- 
ences over the bills. 

According to members of the conferees, a spirited battle has 
been waged behind the closed doors of the meeting, between Rus- 
sell and Vinson as to which version of UMT shall be accepted. Both 
chairmen are said to feel very strongly on their position. Word is 
that there has been much pounding of fists on the table between 
them. Last reports were that the committee presently is in a stale- 
mate, with little indication as to when an agreement will be reached.

Historians Support Truman on Dismissal 


New York Times News Service, Special to The Atlanta Constitution 


WASHINGTON, April 27—President Truman may be having trouble with the politicians and large 
sections of the public for dismissing Gen, MacArthur, but the political scientists and the historians 
are rallying to his support, Twenty-seven members of the Political Science Department at the Univer- 
sity of California, for example, have started a movement to get their colleagues throughout the country 
to express themselves in favor of a resolution, which includes the following passages: 


“It is Gen. MacArthur, not President Truman, 
whose actions have imperilled the basis of our 
constitutional system. The Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, in listing its complaints against George 
III, contains these words: 

“‘He has effected to make the military inde- 
pendent of, and superior to, the civil power.’ 
That was one of the issues which made our fore- 
fathers decide to create a new nation and organize 
a new system of government. The Constitution 
of the United States, over whose drafting George 


Washington presided, declares with unmistakable 


clarity that the President is commander in chief. 
All military officers swear.an oath of allegiance 
to the Constitution, which automatically requires 
their obedience to the directives of the President. 


“To argue for or to act upon any other 
view is to be subversive of the Constitution. 
Policy in international relations is determined 
in our country by the officials whom the 
people elect and send to Congress and to the 
White House. It is not to be determined by 
Army, Navy, or Air Force commanders. , ..” 


Moreover, some historians were busy writing 
letters to the newspapers Friday supporting Presi- 
dent Truman’s assertion Thursday that the history 
of the Civil and Mexican Wars provided various 
instances similar to his disciplinary action against 
Gen. MacArthur. 

Typical of these was a letter from J. J. Perling, 
author and historian, to this correspondent, as- 
serting that in the MacArthur case, President 
Truman had merely followed the principles dra- 
matically invoked by President Polk against Gen. 
Winfield Scott during the Mexican War, and by 
President Lincoln against Generals Fremont and 
Hunter during the Civil War. 


“What President Truman had in mind 
when he suggested that reporters read about 
President Lincoln,” Perling wrote, “was the 
parallel between MacArthur’s assumption of 
nonmilitary policy -making—contrary to 
administration policy—and that of another 
idolized general, John C, Fremont. 

“President Lincoln silenced that general 
for doing what MacArthur was doing and 
finally fired him. .. . During the Civil War, 
Gen. Fremont proclaimed that the slaves in 
Missouri (where he was military commander) 
were free. This was in direct conflict with 


Lincoln’s policy intended to keep the border 
States in the Union. Lincoln ordered Fremont 
to retract his proclamation... . 


“Gen. Fremont was a popular idol throughout 
the United States. It was he who blazed the frail 
to California and he had been a Presidential 
nominee. Astute friends warned Lincoln that it- 
would be dangerous to cross this military hero, 
or to censure him, or to censor anything he had 
said. 

“Designing politicians, sensing that they could 
obtain partisan advantages from an argument be- 
tween Fremont and Lincoln, loudly asserted that 
a general knew more during wartime than did 
the President. Egged on, Fremont refused to 
modify his order. The people, he said, would side 
with him. Whereupon, Lincoln issued a public 
proclamation nullifying Gen. Fremont’s declara- 
tion. Read the Congressional outbursts and the 
newspaper editorials which assailed Lincoln. 
Later, Fremont was dismissed.” : 


Perling pointed out that Lincoln also re- 
buked Gen. Hunter for a similar act. “Thus,” 
observed*the historian, “President Lincoln 
made it clear that military commanders could 
not make policy or do anything contravening 
administration policy. If there was anything 
more necessary to impress that upon the am- 
bitious generals it was the public proclama- 
tion issued later by Abraham Lincoln in these 
words: 


“‘T further make it known that... as Come 
mander in Chief of the Army and Navy... 
(these) are questions which, under my respon- 
sibility, I reserve to myself, and which I cannot 


_feel justified in leaving to commanders in the 


field.’ ”
